the drawings have failed to show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the acute angled bends (claims 1 
and 5), and the acute angle of claims 3 and 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claiin(s). Applicant has indicated that 
applicant's angle is the examiner's angle P (shown in the attachment provided in the last office action) minus 90 degrees. AppHcant is 
reminded that P is about 225 degrees. If 90 degrees are subtracted from 225 degrees, the result is 135 degrees which makes an obtuse 
angle instead of an acute angle as recited in claims 1 and 5.
